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The  delightful  gold  boxes  and  watches,  gold  coins,  Japanese  prints 
and  furnishings  belonging  to  Mrs.  Gortlandt  F.  Bishop  which  are 
offered  for  sale  consist  both  of  ubjets  d’art  collected  by  the  late  Cort- 
landt  F.  Bishop  and  possessions  which  have  been  in  the  family  for 
generations.  The  gold  coins  are  from  the  collection  formed  by  the  late 
Giovanni  P.  Morosini,  and  among  the  more  important  ones  are  the 
multiple  ducats  of  Venice,  the  large  coins  of  Modena,  the  Spanish  coin 
of  Pedro  the  Cruel,  the  famous  1479  gold  thaler  of  Austria  commem¬ 
orating  the  marriage  of  Maximilian  to  Mary  of  Burgundy  and  a  fine 
series  of  early  Japanese  coins.  Of  particular  interest  among  the  lovely 
gold  boxes  is  Number  18  with  its  four  secret  compartments  enclosing 
miniatures  on  ivory.  An  unusually  fine  piece  of  furniture  is  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  Chippendale  carved  walnut  chest  on  chest,  Number  208,  an 
heirloom  which  arrived  at  its  present  ownership  by  direct  descent. 
The  small  silver  teapot.  Number  163,  by  the  Southampton  silver¬ 
smith,  Joel  Sayre,  is  especially  desirable  because  of  the  rarity  of  tea¬ 
pots  of  such  small  size.  Most  worthy  of  mention  among  the  Japanese 
prints,  the  remainder  of  the  collection  sold  here  on  April  13th,  is  the 
famous  triptych  by  Hiroshige,  Kisoji-no  Yama  Kaica,  the  Kiso  Moun¬ 
tains  in  the  Snow,  a  very  rare  print,  Number  241,  one  of  the  artist’s 
finest  works  and  in  exceptionally  fine  condition.  There  is  also  the  well 
known  Rain  at  Oliashi  Bridge,  Number  242,  by  the  same  artist,  and 
a  hashira-ye  of  exquisite  color  in  excellent  condition,  picturing  a 
komoso  under  a  willow  tree,  Number  232,  by  Koriusai.  And  finally, 
among  the  rugs  are  two  important  Ousliak  medallion  carpets,  Num¬ 
bers  246  and  247,  one  of  the  sixteenth  century,  the  other  of  the  seven¬ 
teenth,  and  a  fine  Persian  silk  rug,  Number  245,  of  desirable  small  size.
